HOW TO USE TYPE 42 FILM 


Use with any Polaroid non-automatic roll film camera or camera back (except Model 80 
series and Swinger). 

Do not use with Model J66 camera, Model 440, 440A electric eye shutter attachments, 
or Model 850, 900 cameras (except for special uses, such as copying). Polaroid PolaPan 
Type 42 film is a panchromatic film that produces black and white prints of wide tonal 
range. 


RECOMMENDED METER SETTING: |SO 200/24° 
PRINT SIZE: 3% x 4% in. (approx. 8.5.x 10.8. cm). 8 exposures. 


LOADING AND TAB PULLING: Load the camera indoors or in the shade. To avoid light 
leaks through the tab slot, pull the tab in your own shadow. DON'T hold the cutter bar up 
while pulling. 

DAYLIGHT EXPOSURE GUIDE: Use the red numbers with all cameras except Models 
95, 95A, and 700. Use the black numbers with Models 95, 95A, and 700.

In case of doubt, it is better to over- 
develop slightly than to underdevelop. 


CARE OF PRINTS: Coat all prints as soon as possible (within 30 minutes) with the coater 
provided, to protect them against scratching and fading. Hold the print by one edge and 
cover it with 6-8 overlapping strokes. Be sure to cover all edges and corners.

CAUTION: This process uses a caustic jelly which is safely packed in sealed contain- 
ers inside the large film roll. lf accidentally you should get some of this jelly on 
your skin, wipe it off immediately. To avoid an alkali burn, wash the area with 


plenty of water as soon as possible. It is particularly important to keep the jelly 
away from eyes and mouth. Keep discarded materials out of reach of children and 
animals, and out of contact with clothing and furniture, as discarded materials stil! 
contain some jelly.
